Kevin Murphy and his pals 
Scott Brown, Mark Harkin, Gary 
Welsh and Brian Welsh, sipped 
steins in the main square. 
Kevin, 38, an engineer from 
Glasgow, said: “The experience 
has been great. Everything except 
the result on Friday, but the beers 
are making it a bit easier. 
“Theres been fans from several 
different countries here but the 
atmosphere has been spot on. 
“We've been drinking with the 
English, the Hungarians, the 


Swiss. Everyone has been enjoying 
drinking and having fun together.’

A DOCTOR who admitted 
writing prescriptions for 
dead patients and taking 
the medication himself 
has been spared jail. 

John Henderson, 39, 
wrote fake forms for 
powerful painkillers that he 
later injected over a seven- 
month period. 

He handed prescriptions 
in his own name as well as 
living and dead patients to 
17 pharmacies across

Henderson, who had a

“Reflecting... about how Beckham 
had played her and lied to her, Loos 
was angry. 

Rebecca, who was let go by SFX, 
sold her story alleging an affair to a 
former Sunday newspaper in 2004. 


he Beckham's PR advisers 

quickly arranged a show of 

togetherness on holiday in the 

Alpine ski resort of 
Courchevel, France, to try to offset 
the damage to Brand Beckham. 

The book says: “In a bravura 
performance the couple clung to each 
other - she with an iron grip on his 
hand. Then they performed a 
piggyback and smiled. 

“Once the show was over they 
disappeared into their chalet... as 
everyone drifted off, one journalist 
looked through the Beckhams chalet 
window. Posh was slapping Beckham 
hard on his face. Beckham, famous for 
his short fuse, did not retaliate’ 

The ex-Manchester United star, 
who denies any affair, began playing 
for Real Madrid in 2003 but Victoria 
delayed moving to Spain and her 
experience there was miserable.

A colposcopy is a further examination of 
the cervix - a bit like amore in-depth 
smear test - where nurses are able to 
see if there are abnormalities in the 
cervix cells. Again, I had no clue what 
“treatment” meant in this context. The 
days running up to my appointment at 
the hospital felt painstakingly slow. 

At this point, I was so overwhelmed, I

still felt certain Ihad cancer 
and I was struggling. 

When the day finally came 
for my colposcopy, they could 
see abnormal cells and told 
me I needed a treatment 
called a large loop excision of 
the transformation zone (LLETZ). 

This is when I finally started to get 
some answers. 

The nurse was brilliant at reassuring 
me and while I had no idea I was having 
surgery that day when I walked into the 
hospital, they did all they could to keep 
me calm. My mum was right by my side 
and the nurse told me everything that 
was about to happen and that they 
were about to remove the part of the 
affected cervix. While it was all a blur, 
the only bit I registered was they were 
about to use a heated wire loop to 
remove the abnormal cells. According

to the NHS, mild abnormalities don't 
always need to be treated but, if needed, 
the aim is to remove the abnormal 
cervical cells while preserving as much 
normal tissue as possible. 

They estimate that less than one 
in 1000 women referred for colposcopy 
are found to have cervical cancer that 
requires immediate treatment. I was 
that one in 1000. 

LLETZ removes a small part of the 
cervix and it can be used to treat 
cervical cell changes (abnormal cells) or 
early-stage cervical cancer, as well as to 
diagnose cervical cancer. It uses a thin 
wire loop with an electrical current to 
remove the affected area. 

Even though I was having surgery, I 
was an outpatient, but thankfully I had a 
lot of support and my own room. To say 
I wasn't in pain would be a lie - I was 
given a local anaesthetic in my cervix 
which makes me cross my legs at the 
thought of it - but it was over in under 
10 minutes. I was so glad my mum was 
able to stay with me, I squeezed her 
hand tightly during the procedure. 

On the LLETZ 

TWEE treatment, the NHS states: 
i “Removing abnormal 
cervical cells is usually 
successful (about a 90 per 
cent success rate). You 
should be invited for a 
follow-up cervical 
screening test to check 


` that the treatment has 


been successful.’ 

And six months later, 
Thad another smear test to check 
everything had gone smoothly. I was 
very nervous about the results, even 
though medics were almost certain the 
surgery had been successful. Luckily it 
was and I was so pleased to know I no 
longer had to worry. 

I now have to have a smear test every 
year, rather than every three years like 
most women, but I truly value the 
peace of mind this gives me. 

IfI had put off having that very first 
smear test, I would be in a very different 
position today. 

IfI hadn't gone for my screening, 
those abnormal cells would have likely 
turned cancerous, resulting in a 
devastating cancer diagnosis. 

Each year, 3200 women are diagnosed 
with cervical cancer and five-year 
survival currently stands at 67.4 per cent. 

The NHS Cervical 
Screening Programme was 
introduced in 1988 and in its 
first 20 years, contributed to 
cervical cancer cases falling 
by a third. This is why smear 
tests are important - they're 
the best protection against 
developing cervical cancer. 

They can prevent an 
estimated 75 per cent of 
diagnoses. 

Amore recent development in 
cervical cancer prevention is the HPV 
vaccination programme. 

The vaccination, offered to girls aged 
11-17 since 2008, protects against 70 
per cent of cervical cancers. 

Dont be scared - go for your smear 
test. It could just save your life.

BEFORE I get into my problem, 
I wanted to say Im probably 
one of your biggest fans and Im 
only 18. I came to see you on 
tour in February and had the 
best time ever, and even had the 
pleasure of meeting you and 
getting a photo. 

So, after reading your advice 
for other people, Im now 
hoping you can offer me some 
words of wisdom to help me 
cope as the past year has been 
awful for me and my family. 

At the beginning of last year 
I was sexually assaulted, which 
had a devastating impact. Then 
following that we found out my 
dad had cancer. After that my 
nana got cancer, then my uncle 
and my auntie too. 

Thankfully, my auntie, uncle 
and nana were all treated 
successfully, but my nana still 
isn't well and may need another 
operation, while my dad is still 
waiting for his all-clear. 

Asif all of that wasn't enough 
to deal with, in February, my 
other auntie suddenly passed 
away at the age of 57. It was so 
shocking. I just cant help 
thinking, “What’s next?” Im 
always waiting for something 
bad to happen to the family 
again. How can I get control of 
this horrible feeling?

WELL, I can relate to some of 
what youre going through.

MATT FITZPATRICK ended 
a frustrating US Open 
campaign on a high with a 
below-par final 18 holes 
attributed to ‘luck’. 

Two years on from a career- 
defining victory at Brookline, 
Fitzpatrick carded a fine one- 
under 69 to end a disappointing 
week at 13-over. He was all 
smiles during his finest round 
but said nothing differed from 
a third-round 79 plagued by 
inconsistent ball striking. 

“Luck. That’s why I played 
better - I got lucky bounces, 
Fitzpatrick said. “Today I hit 
some iron shots that stayed on 
the green and made a few putts. 

“It’s been like that all week. It 
was just a bit firmer yesterday: 

Fitzpatrick bears no ill will 
toward the treacherous greens 
that have hogged headlines all 
week. He lamented the need for 
precision from irons for success, 
which isn't his ‘strong suit’. 

To comprehend the play of 
the contenders as they navigate 
the challenge posed by 
Pinehurst No. 2, Fitzpatrick said 
the course must be seen to be 
believed: “It’s a good test, you 
have to give good golf shots. I 
watched Bryson play very, very 
well and deserve his score.

GLASGOW beat Munster at 
their own game in the URC 
semi-final - defeating the 
defending champions on 
their own ground. 

And they'll now have to do 
the same thing again on 
Saturday in the Grand Final, 
when they travel to South 
Africa to play the Bulls. 

It wont be easy. The Pretoria- 
based outfit are even fiercer 
physically than Munster and 
got the better of the Warriors 
just a few weeks ago in the 
regular season.

KIERAN TIERNEY won't have a 
problem with people questioning 
his performance against Germany. 

Like every other Scotland player in 
the Allianz Arena on Friday night, he 
knew it wasn't good enough. 

But in terms of his character and 
mentality to recover from it and go 
again? When it comes to Tierney, that 
should never be up for debate. 

No one will have been hurting more 
than the Arsenal defender after the 
5-1 battering on Euro 2024 opening 
night. Tierney is as patriotic and as 
committed to the cause as they come. 

You saw that in Munich after a 
couple of minutes when he let out a 
roar after a crunching tackle earned 
Scotland a goal-kick. 

Unfortunately for Tierney and 
everyone else ina dark blue shirt, that 
was about as competitive as we got in 
the entire game. 

The ex-Celtic man was devastated 
at Steve Clarke's sides capitulation. 

But that doesn't mean he’s not 
absolutely convinced that - along with 
himself - there are proper leaders in 
the squad who will ensure there is no 
hangover in Cologne on Wednesday 
against Switzerland. 

As he tried to get his head around 
their German disaster, Tierney said: 
“The most important thing is nothing 
is done yet. The next two games are 
massive and we know what we have 
to do. 

“We've also got the quality to do 
it.

It’s 
clear what we need to do and we'll be 
focused on doing it. 

“Has our confidence been dented? 
Its normal when you get beat by the 
score we lost on Friday.

“But we can come back from this, 
Tm sure ofit.

There was always going to be a 
different level of pressure involved 
when Scotland were paired with the 
hosts at the draw in Hamburg last year. 

Opening up the tournament in front 
of 70,000 supporters at the Allianz was 
a daunting prospect. 

And it certainly looked like Clarke's 
side suffered a bout of stage fright. But 
Tierney refuses to accept they froze. 
Instead, he feels they came up against 
a Germany juggernaut. 

He said: "Its hard to say the occasion 
played a part in our performance. 

“We've known that wed be involved 
in the opening game of the tourna- 
ment for a long time - so we were 
prepared for it. 

“Maybe it did have an effect. But I 
honestly feel the boys did everything 
right in preparing for the game.

WHEN a prickly Steve Clarke 
ordered the Tartan Army to 
keep the faith on Friday night, 
Scotland's manager probably 
knew he was asking for more 
than he could reasonably hope 
to receive. 

Yes, the goodwill towards him 
and his players has not been 
completely exhausted, even if the 
trauma inflicted upon the nation 
earlier in the evening means it 
will have taken quite a battering 
nonetheless. 

A feeling of hope remains in play 
too and will continue to do so for 
as long as it is possible for Clarke to 
recover from the bloody mauling in 
Munich that sparked a long 
weekend of navel-gazing and toe- 
curling embarrassment.

learning from the mistakes he and 
his coaching staff were guilty of 
making during their first crack at a 
European Championships three 
summers ago.

IT was one of those “where were you” 
moments. One of those “off your couch" 
moments. One of those “did that really just 
happen” moments. 

When Marco van Basten shaped to 
shoot from an impossible angle, perhaps 
not even he could imagine he was about 
to create an iconic football image, 
forever frozen in time, to be cherished 
and revered. 

Better still, and somewhat fittingly given 
its style, it was a goal that clinched the 
only major trophy won by a nation which 
gave the world Total Football. 

There didn't appear to be much on when 
Arnold Muhren lofted a hopeful cross to 
the far right-hand side of the box. 

And van Basten (above) had no chance 
to shoot, far less score, as the ball dropped 
out of the sky. 

But shoot he did, connecting with one of 
the all-time great volleys over stunned 
Russian keeper Rinat Dasayev. 

Coming after Ruud Gullit's headed 
opener, van Basten's spectacular volley 
effectively killed off the Soviet challenge. 

And it had legendary Dutch coach Rinus 
Michels off the bench clutching his face in 
disbelief. AC Milan ace van Basten hadn't 
even started the tournament, playing 
second fiddle to John Bosman, Holland's 


building to a crescendo, 
top scorer in qualifying. 


Weghorst skilfully turned in 


Ake’s cross. But after losing in their opener, a 1-0

United flop was mobbed by beat in the final, Holland brought in van 


Basten and never looked back. 

They played the final with the kind of 
swagger and verve they had shown from 
that moment on. Everyone remembers 
that Dutch team for the jazzy orange 
shirts and the stellar play of Milan trio 
Gullit, van Basten and Frank Rijkaard. 

But it is van Basten's goal that will live 
longest in the memory, regularly coming 
up in compilations of the best ever scored. 

“You need a lot of luck with a shot like 
that,” he said later, with typical modesty. 
“Everything went well. It is one of those 
things that sometimes just happens.” 

It was a fitting end to the competition 
for a glittering side full of stars, with 
Ronald Koeman, Jan Wouters and Hans 
van Breukelen joining Holland's Big Three 
in the team of the tournament.
